Some Notes on the Music of Finland ..... 


Although sources for ecclesiastical music and folk 
music go back nearly a thousand years, composed 
music in Finland begins with the sonatas, quartets, 
and concertos of Erik Tulindberg (1761-1814) and 
Thomas Bystrom (1772-1839), recently revived in 

the series Documenta musicae fennicae. 


In the 19th century, despite periods of political 
unrest and subjugation, there were important advances 
in the form of a vast amount of folk music collection, 
the establishment of professional music studies, a 
national symphony orchestra, etc. The Catalogue 

of Finnish Orchestral Works and Vocal Works with 
Orchestra published in 1961 by TEOSTO, the Finnish 
Composers' Copyright Bureau, lists in its 123 pages 
works by 72 composers, ranging from Robert Kajanus 
(1856-1933), better known as a conductor, to Paavo 
Heininen (b. 1938) and including such widely known 
figures as Selim Palmgren (1878-1951), whose piano 
pieces earned him the nickname 'Chopin of the North', 
YrjO Kilpinen (1892-1959), composer of artsongs, 
Aarre Mrikanto (1893-1958), whose generation is 
credited with injecting a more European outlook into 
Finnish music in contrast to the folk-inspired 

styles of their forebears, and of course the cele- 
brated Jan Sibelius (1865-1957). | 


Musica fennica by Timo Makinen and Seppo Nummi, 
published in Helsinki in the year of the Sibelius 
Centenary, 1965, incorporates commentary on some 
composers now in their fifties, and hints at develop- 
ments such as electronic music composition, while 
Denby Richards' book The Music of Finland. (London, 
1968) gives as an appendix what is referred to as 'a 
nearly complete list of all living Finnish composers' 
-- 31 names, most of which are not included in the 
earlier Catalogue.

JARMO SERMILA (b. 1939) 


Jarmo Sermila-has been an active force in the 

_ field of Finnish contemporary music for many 
years. After beginning his musical career as 

a jazz musician (in which role he is still 
active from time to time) he felt the need to 
widen his scope and elected to study seriously 
at the Hameenlinna School of Music. He followed 
this by compositional studies with Joonas Kokkonen 
and private studies in Prague. At the same time 
he graduated from Helsinki University where he 
Studied musicology and literature. 


Besides composing, Sermila has worked for the 
Finnish Music Information Centre and the Finnish 
Broadcasting Company, and is still responsible 
for organising many of Finland's musical activities. 


Since 1973 he has been the artistic director of 
Finnish Radio's Experimental Music Studio, and 
Since 1975 the President of the Finnish section 
of the ISCM. At the present time he is employed 
aS composer-in-residence in his home town of 
Hameenlinna. 


Sermila's compositional works include seven major 
works for orchestra, eleven chamber music pieces, 
several vocal works and four compositions of 
electro-acoustic music.
